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Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: subject 
heading are improperly underlined. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear what the applicant means by an 
"attaching line" and does not disclose a clear definition of this phrase within the 
specification and therefore renders the claim indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 - 3 and 5, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Schmidt et al. (6,209,139). Schmidt discloses a cap including a 
crown with an outer peripheral surface (Figure 10 and Figure 10a, 32, 33) a first flap 
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with an edge portion attached to the bottom outer surface of the cap and removably 
attached to the top portion of the cap allowing the flap to be exposed outwardly (Figure 
10, 34 and Column 3, lines 55-59). A second flap is selectively engaged onto the outer 
surface of the cap, (Figure 13, 34) is foldable, and attached to the bottom surface of the 
cap. The second flap is partially superposed with the attaching line of the first flap 
(Figure 13, 38 and 34 and Column 3, lines 50-55). It is noted that the Webster-Merriam 
dictionary states the definition of superposed is "to place or lay over or above whether in 
or not in contact." A third flap is attached to the bottom outer peripheral surface of the 
cap and is foldable so as to be exposed outwardly (Figure 10 or Figure 10a, 36). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schmidt 
et al., whom discloses all of the following invention except for the particular folding of 
the flaps described in claim 4. Schmidt et al. does not specifically disclose a second 
flap folded in an upright position against the base of the crown so that the outer surface 
of the second flap would be engaged onto the inner surface of the first flap, when in the 
detached position. However, it is inherent due to the structure of the cap that when the 
second flap is folded in an upright position and the first flap is in the detached position 
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the outer surface of the second flap would be engaged with the inner surface of the first 
flap. 

8. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schmidt 
et al., whom does not specifically disclose the three flaps being partially superposed 
along the attaching line. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify Schmidt et al. by duplicating the 
disclosed parts in order to have three flaps superposed at the attaching line. The 
applicant's admission states that the flaps foldable to the crown are for decorative 
purposes. There is no information provided in the disclosure that states the benefit of a 
three-flapped structure and therefore the claim is rejected.
